GREETINGS 

Another  year  and  we  are  sending  to  our  Glad  Friends,  both  old  and  new,  our 
best  wishes  for  a  Happy  New  Year. 

We  always  like  to  think  of  those  whom  we  have  met,  both  personally  and 
through  correspondence  in  this  work,  as  our  friends.  It  seems  the  love  of  flowers 
should  band  us  together  in  one  Glad  Fraternity. 

We  have  been  asked;  Do  you  live  in  the  pine  stump  country?  Yes  and  we  find 
that  the  bulbs  grown  on  this  soil  are  very  vigorous  and  when  planted  other  places, 
produce  quality  blooms.  The  last  two  years  all  our  planting  stock  have  been  from 
bulblets  grown  on  soil  from  which  the  stumps  have  just  been  taken.  The  first  turn¬ 
ing  of  the  plow.  So  you  may  know  that  it  is  really  virgin  soil. 

You  will  find  eight  of  our  varieties  listed  and  I  want  to  write  something  of 
this  work  in  which  we  take  great  pleasure.  The  first  crossing  of  Gladiolus  by  us  was 
done  in  1914  and  each  year  since  there  have  been  new  crosses  made,  as  the  seed  does 
not  bloom  until  the  second  or  third  year.  One  has  a  long  time  to  w;ait  and  from  the 
thousands  of  seedlings  we  have  bloomed  we  have  just  eight  that  are  ready  to  list  and 
others  growing  under  number  for  further  testing. 

We  are  only  offering  those  which  we  think  best,  and  have  tried  to  give  accu¬ 
rate  descriptions  of  our  own  varieties.  The  standard  varieties  have  been  given  the 
originators  description  in  many  cases. 


SIZES 

Of  some  varieties  we  are  listing  two  or  three  sizes.  The  large  bulbs  will 
measure  one  and  one-fourth  inches  or  larger.  Medium  bulbs  measure  three-fourths 
of  an  inch  in  diameter  or  larger.  Small  bulbs  will  average  about  one-half  inch,  some 
larger,  some  smaller. 

If  you  want  good  blooms  buy  the  large  or  medium  size.
